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EDITORIAL NOTES. 


As the law now stands, it would be 
an easy matter to the farmers to break 
Washoe county by taking advantage 
of an act passed nine years ago to en- 
courage the planting of fruit trees. 
The law gives a bounty of ten dollars 
an acre. It would be an easy matter 
if the notion took them, for the far- 
mers of a county like this to plant 
ten or even 20,000 acres of trees, and 
if the C. P. once should decide to raise 
timber on its right of way, it could 
pay all its taxes that way. It looks as 
if the law was too generous and should 
be repealed. 

During the year 1881 no less than 
1,149 persons were killed and 8,676 
injured by ruilway accidents in Great 
Britain; but of this great number only 
42 met with their deaths and 1,161 re- 
ceived injuries from causes entirely 
beyond their own control. Again, of 
these 42 persons killed only 23 were 
passengers, and as the roads carried 
altogetber more than 600,000,000 pas- 
sengers, there was only one death to 
26,000,000. passengers. 


Governor Stone of Mississippi has 
pardoned one Thomas H. Cook, who 
was under a ten years sentence for 
manslaughter, upon his written prom- 
ise to abstain from the ute of intox- 
icating liquors and from the carry- 
ing ef concealed weapons during the 
whole time for which he had been 
sentenced. The pardon is to be void 
if the coraditions are at any time vio- 
lated. 

In 1854 the average cost of a Russian 
soldier's ration was $19; io 1881 it 
was $40. {0 1856 his equipment, ex- 
clusive of arms and knapsack, cost 
$11 25; it now costs $18.25. The total 
weight which he carried in 1856 was 
72 pounds; he now carries 62 pouads, 
although he is now provided with 84 
cartridges instead of 60, and has lately 
been supplied with a new water bottle 
weighing 27 pounds. 

The Supreme Court has reversed the 
judgement of the lower Court in the 
case of Clarance Gray, cunvicted of 
the murder of Glancy, editor of the 
Santa Barbara Press, and granted de- 
fendant a new trial on the ground that 
the jury were too liberally supplied 
with beer and liquor during the pro- 
gress of the trial. 

A determined effort will be made by 
the Mormons to render nugatory the 
law enacted at the present session of 
Congress to suppress polygamy. They 
intend to do all that is in their power 
to retain the political supremacy they 
now possess in Utah, and the contest 
between the friends and foes of polyg- 
amy will be long and bitter.

EASTERN. 
Page on Logan's “fhoroughfare” Bill. 
WASHINGTON, July 28. 
Representative Page, speaking to- 
day of Logan’s bill in the Senate, to 
permit the passage of homeward-bound 
Chinamen across this country, said: 
“Ifthe bill passes the Senate it will 
never get through the House. If it 


comes hither itmight go to the Speak- 
er’s table, or be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Commerce, of which I am 
Uhairman, If it goes to the Speak- 
er’s table it will require either unan- 
imous consent or a suspension of the 
rules by a two-thirds vote to take it 
up, and it will never get either. If 
referred to my committee, I will take 
care it never gets through the House.” 
With regard to the objects of the bill, 
Mr. Page said it was evidently intro- 
duced by Logan at the request of his 
railroad censtituancy in Illinois. 
There is no necessity for these people 
coming this way home. They 
did not pass through this country 
when going where they now are. The 
Attoraey General has decided that 
under the fitth section of the bill they 
cannot be permitted to pass through 
this country.

Fearful Pestilence. 
Cuicaao, July 29. 
Laredo special advices from Mata- 
moris, Mexico, are that a fever which 
has been prevalent there, called mala- 


rial, proves to be the most virulent 
type of yellow fever. It is rapidly 
spreading, and black vomit accompa- 
nies it. There has been a number of 
deaths in the past four days, and the 
disease is regarded as epidemic. Col. 
Lote, of the Mexican regular army, 
lost his wife and daughter and is now 
dying himself. Brownsville and Mat- 
amoras have been quarantined against 
the lower Rio Grande towns. 

Great excitement and consternation 
exists throughout the States of Tamau- 
lipas and Nuevo Leon, Mexico. The 
news was received here yesterday and 
was disbelieved, but coast cities will 
be quarantined against it at once. 
Ships have beenefreely plying be- 
tween Matamoras and other gulf 
towns. A dispatch from Austin con- 
firms the news above given and says 
that the health officer there has notified 
New Orleans of his action and will 
picket the Rio Grande with rangers if 
necessary. 


The Adjournment of Congress. 
WASHINGTON, July 29. 

The general impression is that Con- 
gress, at the latest, will adjourn one 
week from to-day. It will be impos- 
sible to keep people here even as long 
as that time, as a great many mem- 
bers of the House left yesterday, 
not intending to return.

The appalling mortality of this 
week is 1,217, the largest in 10 years. 

One-third 
of the victims are infants, dying of 
cholera infantum. Eight sunstrokes 
and 11 deaths from heat to-day. Five 
sunstrokes reported in Brooklyn. It 
is raining now. Thermometer 84 degs.

Arabi Pasha Proclaimed a Rebel—Meet- 
ing of Leading European Merchants 
~—An Armor-Clad Train-The Vote 
of Credit Rejected by the Chamber 
of Deputies by a Vote ef 450 to 75. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 29. 
No further news regarding Arabi 
Pasha’s wish for peace. : 
CONSTANTINOPLE, July 29. 
In the Conference Thursday Repre- 
sentatives of all European Powers as- 
sented to the proposal of Lord Duf- 
ferio, that the Sultan proclaim Arabi 

Pasha a rebel. Both yesterday and 

to-day Lord Dufferin sent Sanderson, 

Secretary of Legation, to the Sultan, 

to insist upon the issue of this pro- 

clamation and declare that it is ab- 
solutely impossible to withdraw British 
troops from Egypt at present. 
Lonpon, July 29. 
A correspondent at Alexandria says 
an important movement, in which the 


fleet will participate, will probably 
take place to-day. 
ALEXANDRIA, July 29. 

The attendants of delegates from 
Kafr el Dwar, state that there is great 
want of food ac Arabi Pasha’s camp 
and that the troops are tired of war. 
The delegates had an interview with 
the Ministers, lasting two hours. They 
ssid they had come to express the res- 
olution of the whole country to resist 
foreign aggression to the end. 

A meeting of leadiog European mer- 
chants was held yesterday, when three 
resolutions were passed. The first ex- 
pressing want of confidence in native 
policy; the second, expressing disap- 
proval of the free circulation of natives 
to and from the city, thus affor ling 
Arabi Pasha means of inflaming the 
passion of the people, and third de- 
manding every native to give a proof 
of his meare of subsistence. This last 
resolution is aimed at spies aud emis- 
saries of Arabi Pasha. 

Captain Fisher has constructed a 
shore-going iron-clad on rails, similar 
to those used during the American 
civil war. It consists of six trucks, 
protected with iron shields, with en- 
gine in the center. A Nordenfeldt 
gun locks over the bows on the lead- 
ing trucks. Itis also equipped with 
three Gatling guns and two field guns, 
and will be mounted by three compa- 
nies of jackets. The train is provided 
with mines, electric gear, and all 
appliances for laying down or de- 
stroying rails. It will proceed to the 
railway junction, within two miles of 
Arabi Pasha’s lines, which will be seized 
and occupied to fortify that important 
point. They have just returned from 
a reconnoissance on the armor-clad 
train. Very useful information has 
been obtained, but the expédition 
failed to obtain the large results an- 
ticipated owiog to the train being 
stopped by a break in the line. 

Many persons have been arrested on 
false charges, preferred, in some 
instances by Europeans, two of whom 
have been placed in custody for per- 


jury, and another condemned to one 


year’s imprisonment, bastiusdo and to 
pay a fine of £7. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, July 29. 

The Sultan replying to the verbal 
representations of Lord Dufferin, the 
British ambassador, requestiog an im- 
mediate issue of a proclamation against 
Arabi Pasha stated that such a demand 
cannot de made by England alone, 
but should proceed from a Conference 
of the Powers in which case it would 
receive due consideration.

This, added 
to his own resources, enabled the pair 
to live in fair b Some five months 
since they left Los Angeles ahd took 
up their tesidence at the address 
above thentioned. One quiet after- 
noon, not three months ago, he arose 
from a poker game io a first-class 
Market street hotel with his pockets 
innocent of cash and with bis fine gold 
wateh and chain and diamond ring 
ledged to another player for nearly 
$250 Previous to this he had formed 
youog Sachs’, acquaiotance and had 
grown to be a tolerable frequent 
visitor at the Van Ness avenue man- 
sion. Mrs. Sachs and himself becom- 
ing particularly fast friends. Ino his 
temporory impecuniosity. therefore, 
Cook turned to Sachs for aid, re- 
questing a loan of $250 with which 
to redeem his valuables. Sachs pre- 
sumably declined, tor within a day or 
two Cook informed an intimate friend 
that a millionaire refused to lend him 
$250 and he was going to get even. 
With alittle enconragement, he un- 
folded the entire plot, only holding 
back the names of the interested 
parties. His proposition, it is averred, 
was nothing less than to deliberately 
ruin Sachs and his family. His boasts 
or conquests were made openly last 
week, and one uf his statements reach- 
ing the ears of Sachs last Saturday 
afternoon, led to his returning home 
in the evening and accusing his wife 
of the grosset infidelity with Cook.
